the support and assistance to which he is entitled. 

The best wishes of the New England Craftsman and its editors go 
to our illustrious Brother in the work of the exalted office to which the 
suffrages of his fellow citizens have called him. 
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The Menace of Sinn Feinism 


It is high time citizens of this country are made to realize the serious 
consequences which will inevitably result if the active schemes of the 
Sinn Fein element in the community are successful. 

At the present time the situation here is disgraceful, and to a certain 
extent serious. 

A great foreign power, which during the late war withstood the force 
of German power and unquestionably was of greatest service in holding 
back the waves of Germanism, until that time when the United States saw 
the light and right and threw herself into the fray; a nation which, if we 
are to believe history, has done more than any other nation in the in- 
terests of civilization, is being openly baited and insulted by the most 
vicious and violent attacks of a bigoted and fanatical element in the 
population; an element which is willing to put aside every consideration 
of decency and even jeopardize the security of this republic to accom- 
plish its evil purpose.

Fortunately the British government is not easily stampeded, having 
had long experience with the handling of difficult quesuons and the 
vagaries of ignorance; but, as the constant dropping of water wears away 
the stone, so the patience of that nation, with which, above all, the future 
of this country is indissolubly linked, may find the frequent insults be- 
yond her power to resist, in which case a most awful catastrophe would 
doubtless result. 

_, Weare not in any sense of the word alarmists, but our Irish-American 
citizens who would make Ireland’s cause this country’s concern, and who 
apparently are willing to stop at nothing, should be made to realize that 
they are mistaken, that this is not the place to right their fancied wrongs 
and that their methods are distasteful and not approved of by the great 
body of our citizenship. 

Our newspapers are perhaps to blame for a good deal of the mischief, 
for by their apparent willingness to print any number of columns of 
stuff about Ireland, the situation here becomes more intensified. 

_ We hold no brief for any foreign power, or wish to condone England’s 
mistakes, but it is plainly evident that other disturbances with which the 
world is afflicted are sufficiently serious to warrant a drawing together 
rather than encouragement to the severance of natural ties between 
America and England. The Irish question is a domestic problem of Eng- 
land’s—not our’s—and certainly no appeal to race hatred or passion can 
help the cause. Only by a calm consideration of the situation can justice 
be done, and we are firmly convinced it ultimately will. 

We urge our readers to combat by every means at their command 
the menace of Sinn Feinism to the end that peace and harmony may exist 
between the two great branches of the English-speaking family and the 
cause of true progress furthered. 

From Ireland we are reliably informed that the Masonic lodges in 
that country are pursuing the even tenor of their way and form a stable 
element in a distracted country. 

In this country, such associations as the Loyal Coalition are actively 
combating the noxious venom of class hatred and in its work deserves the 
support and encouragement of all true friends of America. 
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Rey. Dr. Beal on Pilgrims 


In a recent sermon eulogistic of the Pilgrim tercentenary, Rev. Dr. 
Francis L. Beal, rector of St. Paul’s Episcopal church, Peabody, paid a 
tribute to Mayor S. Howard Donnell for his stand against treasonable 
propaganda from soap box orators. Mayor Donnell was numbered among 
the members of Jordan Lodge of Masons who attended the service in a 
body. The sermon was a tribute to Masonry, its ideals and patriotism. In 
part Dr. Beal said: 

IT Sam. XXII: 31-33—“‘As for God, His way is perfect; the word of 
the Lord is tried; He is a buckler to all them that trust in Him. 

For who is God, save the Lord? And who is a rock, save our God? 

God is my strength and power; and He guideth the perfect in His 
way.” 
The words of my text seem especially appropriate, for they are taken 
from the Davidic Psalm of thanksgiving after a successful campaign 
against the Philistines. He was fighting for the freedom of his country 
from oppression, 

We are gathered in this sacred place this morning, Wor. and Brothers, 
at the request of the M. W. Grand Master, to commemorate the Pilgrim 
Tercentenary. 

The M. W. Grand Master has requested the Lodges to observe the 
Pilgrim Tercentenary to refute the slanders which are put in circulation 
against the loyalty and staunch Americanism of the Craft, and to demon- 
strate our acknowledgment of indebtedness to the sterling character of 
the Pilgrims. 

You might properly ask what has the Craft to do with the Pilgrim 
Fathers and what they stood for? As we study the matter, we find Craft 
Masonry, as developed in America the past two hundred years, following 
the principles which actuated the Pilgrim Fathers.

Tonight as we swung around in the old swivel chair, leaned back and 
elevated our feet to a comfortable angle a good deal higher than our head, 
the thought occurred to us “What real excuse has Masonry in Colorado 
for living?” We are grinding out members by the thousands. We hold 
nightly renditions of the fourth degree, the working tools of which are 
the knife and fork. We turn out a corporal’s guard to bury a member, and 
an average of ten to fifteen per cent of our membership to lay a corner- 
stone. What are we here fov, and if we were not here as a Fraternity 
would the world be any worse off for our absence—nay, would it not 
rather be better off? It is true, our widows and orphans get good wordly 
advice from our Masters and Secretaries. A few unfortunates are kept 
from absolute want. An occasional brother out of employment is found 
a job, but really by and large, are we not chiefly a whited sepulchre? All 
honor to the Scottish Rite in New York City and in Duluth; their deeds 
of mercy are many. In other quarters homes are maintained which afford 
soft official berths for the favored few, at a heavy capita of expense for 
the Craft. Our curse is in being so smug; so intensely respectable; so 
exclusive and so good (?). We are too prosperous and too much taken 
up with our own importance to see the want, misery, pain and privation 
about us, or to lift our hand to help it if we do. 

What a great thing it would be for the Craft to endow a free ward in 
some hospital in every city, to be open to any one who was unable to pay 
their own way. What a wonderful thing the Mills system of hotels are 
for the “down and outer.” What a help to the poor working mother a 
Day Nursery is, where her little ones can be properly cared for and good 
influences thrown around them. A night vocational school is a god-send 
to any community. None but the sick know what the ministrations of a 
Flower Guild mean. An annual subscription and an intelligent working 
help for the Crittenden Home is a worthy object. A proper representation 
at every public pool hall, to guard and guide the youth of our country and 
keep them from the first mistep, is a work we need. A deputation does 
good as public minded citizens, calling upon your mayor, your council, 
your police authorities, your prosecuting attorneys and your school boards, 
that they may know that there is an interested, observing and exacting 
public, whom they as office holders are responsible to, for their conduct 
of the public business. In short, if we would live up to our teachings as 
Masons and would evince some little interest in the welfare of “all man- 
kind, especially those who are of the household of faith,” by getting out- 
side of our narrow, contracted and selfish little circle of life, we would 
produce a vastly better condition in this old world of ours and incidentally 
benefit ourselves. ‘

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The Church and Masonry 


Judging from the antagonism of papal teachings to Masonry, one would 
naturally conclude that there was some inherent incompatability between 
the two organizations. I am confident that by comparison of the material 
in the Bull of, the Pope against Masonry and the reply of Albert Pike and 
others, one will inevitably come to the conclusion that this incompatibility 
is mutual and fundamental. This difference is noted in the form of gov- 
ernment prevailing in the two organizations. Masonry is a pure democ- 
racy, while Catholicism is essentially a hierarchy. The highest officer in 
the Catholic church has a life tenure of office; the highest officer in Ma- 
sonry is elected annually. Masonry emphasizes the importance of uni- 
versal education and recognizes the state as the rightful authority for the 
dissemination of this education through its public school system. Catholic- 
ism reserves the right to set the standards of education, and that stand- 
ard has always been one of expediency: where public opinion would toler- 
ate it, ignorance and illiteracy have always been the standard. Masonry 
believes in the absolute separation of church and state, at the same time 
emphasizing the point that every Mason owes undivided loyalty and patri- 
otism to the civil government under whose jurisdiction the lodge may be 
working, let that government be democratic, republican or monarchical. 
Catholicism would have the church dominant over the state and is ever 
endeavoring to utilize the state and society to the advantage of the church. 

But you may conclude that I am of the opinion that the Catholic 
church is the only church to be included in this discussion. This is not 
the case. I have specially stressed the differences between the Masons 
and the Catholics because of the vital and fundamental antagonisms that 
have always existed between the two bodies. Now, what about the other 
churches or denominations? I have had it in my mind for some time to 
persuade sdme competent authority to discuss this question in the 
columns of the JOURNAL. I once heard a sincere church man say that 
was no necessity for the Masonic fraternity or any other fraternal or- 
ganization. He is a man of recognized ability in educational lines and 
as aman of culture. He is a college teacher of no mean repute. But while 
iC respect his opinion and recognize his ability, I have not been able to 
bring my mind to coincide with hig on this particular topic. I believe that 
while he is usually a very logical and philosophical man, that in this 
special case he has assumed some false hypotheses, and necessarily ar- 
rived at false conclusions. In order to arrive at this conclusion he has 
had to assume an Utopia as existing under and by virtue of the church. 
There is some sort of condition like that mentioned in the Bible as a com- 
Ing even: in the history of the race, but I doubt if th most ardent church 
man will claim that such condition exists at the present time. Until the 
consummation of that day known ag the millennium I am sure that there 
will always be work for the various fraternities to do. 

The very foundation of most of the fraternities is built upon the 
brotherhood-of-man principle. They believe in befriending a brother in 
the time of need; they contribute to the relief of brothers in distress; 
they support the widows of brothers in the fraternity; they build monu- 
mental homes for the comfort of the orphans, the widow, and the needy 
aged; they cultivate and encourage a healthy social intercourse; they

practice neighborliness in its true sense. And there are numbers of other 
things that they do and practice and teach, which, if left undone, would 
leave the world very much the poorer. Our friend might say that these 
things are duties that the church ought to do, but I would reply that they 
are the things that the church is not doing and will not do in the very 
near future. If we recognize these deeds as worthy and good, and that 
the performance of the same results in a better and a happier world, and 
that no other organization will be bound for their due performance, what 
is the inevitable conclusion? To my way of reasoning it means without 
the least possible doubt that the fraternal organizations are cultivating 
a field that is rich in possibilities and potentialities for wonderfully in- 
creasing the wealth of this world in which we are destined a long time to 
dwell. There is too much. good needing to be done to limit any special 
good to any special organization. There is good and plenteous work for 
all, and we of the Masonic order will continue to push onward and upward 
that our brotherhood may be the exemplars of happiness and good works 
so long as the Great Light shall hold His course in the Heavens.

Masonic Obligation as to Crime 


There has always been an impression among some that a Mason can- 
not be convicted of any crime. This is an error. There is no obligation 
taken by a Mason to shield another from the consequences of his wrong- 
doing. It is the duty of every Mason to warn his brother against the re- 
sults that necessarily follow a certain course of living and improper acts— 
if possible, to prevent crime of all kinds, and never to shield it, or hide it. 
In law all men are presumed to be innocent until proven guilty; hence it 
is the privilege and duty of a Mason to stand by and aid a brother charged 
with crime, but this is as far as duty goes. This is a duty incumbent on 
all, whether Masons or not, and is guaranteed by the constitution. That 
it is not always the case is possibly true. ; 

Masonry was never intended to abet crime by its concealment after it 
has been committed, even by a brother. The requirement to warn a brother 
against approaching danger extends only so far as may serve to prevent 
his doing a wrong act. It is no part of a Mason’s duty toward a brother to 
warn him that the sheriff is approaching, armed with a writ for his arrest, 
but if by counsel we can prevent the commission of a crime it is our duty 
to do so. After a crime has been committed our duties only extend to see- 
ing that the accused has a fair and impartial trial, and is given an oppor- 
tunity to make a full defense. If it were a fact that Masonry required its 
members to aid criminals it would be a dangerous menace to the public 
welfare and would fall from its high place in the popular estimation. 

We are not to dig pits for our brethren to fall into or to let them fall 
into those which others dig to entrap them, but if they persistently do 
wrong we are under no obligation to aib them in the wrong or to escape 
from the consequences of their folly, It is in the prevention of crime and 
not to aid escape from it that Masonry seeks to shield its co fall The 
warning, then, should come before the wrong act is perfor ee simian 
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Wisdom, Strength and Beauty 


An Address delivered by Bro. J. J. MILLER at the unveiling 
and dedication of a Roll of Honor at Lodge Kilwinning, 
No. 59, Vancouver, British Columbia. 


We are met tonight to dedicate this Roll of Honor. Let us dedicate 
it to Wisdom, Strength, and Beauty, the three great pillars of our Lodge. 
The Brethren whom we honor have markedly displayed these great virtues, 
the Wisdom of patriotism, the Strength of Character, and the Beauty of 
sacrifice. Patriotism is love of country. One of the lessons taught by 
Freemasoiiry is the wisdom of patriotism, the bulwark of a nation’s 
greatness, a virtue which has made the British Empire what it is today. 
Patriotism is the cord that binds together the people of an Empire upon 
which the sun never sets. Patriotism it was when the Mother Country 
sent out her Macedonian cry, in the words of Bro. Kipling: 


Come to the flag where the motherland needs you, 

The future calls and the great past speeds you; 

Your blood and your best for the land that breeds you, 
Son and soldier be one with me 


which stirred the patriotic spirit that assembled the greatest volunteer 
army the world has ever seen. Patriotism prompted our armies of doctors, 
clergy, and nurses to follow this great army of the people to minister to 
their sufferings and their needs, 

Patriotism galvanized force and activity and devotion into our great 
Red Cross Societies and kindred bodies, and patriotism has made women 
throughout the land heroic. It is patriotism that makes men to die 
that their country may live, as Bro. Kipling has well said it in verse: 


Never the lotus closes, never the wild fowl wake 

But a soul goes out on the East wind that died for England’s sake; 
Man or woman, or suckling mother, or bride or maid, 

Because on the bones of the English the English flag is stayed. 


Patriotism is the glory of the British Empire. When we speak of Eng- 
land and the English we mean the Empire and all the people who owe al- 
legiance to the King of England, whether they be Scottish or Irish, 
Canadian or Australian, New Zealander, or South African. Freemasons 
throughout the Empire have responded nobly to the call, and in a manner 
unprecedented in the annals of Freeamsonry have contributed to the great 
volunteer army to fight for right, freedom, and justice. In the words of 
an Australian Poet, Madge Donohue :— 


Each ocean inlet found them, each continental coast, 

They left their homes behind them and those they cherished most, 
Forsook life’s pleasant places and chose for all their gain 

A Gethsemane of darkness, a Calvary of pain. 


There is hardly a Masonic Lodge in the British Empire but has been 
represented at the Front, the ranks of some being so depleted that meet- 
ings have been abandoned. We glory in the patriotism which prompted 
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them “to leave their homes behind them and those they cherished most,” 
to die, if need be, that we might live, and it is in that glory that this 
Kilwinning Lodge shares tonight, having no less than twenty-five per cent 
of the Brethren serving King and country, four of them have fallen on the 
field of Honor. We mourn their loss, we grieve with the bereaved ones, 
but we glory in their sacrifice and still fly the flag at the head. Sir 
Cleves Phillips Woolley, a British Columbian, recently knighted by the 
King, whose only son went down with the “Hague” in the North Sea, 
exclaims in the beauty of verse:— 


Half? mast your flags! Nay, fly them at the head. 

We veap the harvest where we sowed the corn, 

See, trom the red graves of our gallant dead 
An Empire born. 


“Like begets Like”; such Patriotism begets Patriotism. The strength 
of character is the foundation-stone upon which pariotism is built. The 
patriotism of a nation is measured by the strength of character of her 
people. A nation may be rich in commerce, in industry, in resources, 
but without a righteous people she will be weak in national character, It 
is within the four walls of a Masonic Lodge that such national character 
is developed. The moral and intellectual attributes of a Freemason mould 
his character as a citizen, and the citizen character influences the national 
character. Bro. Kipling, in verse, appeals to men to he wise and strong :— 


Go to your work and be strong, halting not in your ways; 
Balking the end half won for an instant dole of praise. 

Stand to your work and be wise, certain of words and pen, 

For we are neither children nor gods, but men in a world of men. 


Masons are men in a world of men. The Brethren we honor tonight, 
by their strength of character, have played their part as men, and are good 
influences in a world of men. It is strength of character that prompts 
a man to be patriotic, to leave his home, his family, his business or occu- 
pation, to don the King’s uniform and go forth prepared to sacrifice all 
that man holds most dear; his life, for the cause that he conceives to be 
his first duty. In the Great Trial that he undergoes, in his submission 
to discipline, to training, in his association with all the horrors of war, 
in the presence of the wounded and dying, in the very presence of Death, 
that strength of character must be intensified and fortified, and after pass- 
ing through the fire, and returning, as it were, from the very gates of Death, 
the wonderful influences of the strength of character of our returned 
soldiers will be a power for good in the land, and they are worthy of 
having their names written on the Roll of Honor, 


“And departing, leave behind them 
Footprints on the sands of Time.” 


The Beauty of Sacrifice! This beautifully-executed Roll of Honor 
speaks of the beauty of sacrifice. These men have left homes and families 
and all dear to them, ‘“‘Forsook Life’s pleasant places” for service, and 
service to others in self-sacrifice, for service of King and country, to die 
if need be that we might live. What a sacrifice has been made! The 
fields of Flanders, the hillsides of Gallipoli, are graveyards of British 
heroes who have made the supreme sacrifice. The briny waters of the 
ocean roil restlessly over the bodies of our sailor heroes, and hold in their 
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watery embrace the body of that master-soldier, Bro. Lord Kitchener, 
whose sacrifice was made at the post of duty. “Greater love hath no 
man than this, that he lay down his life for his friend.’’ Greater love hath 
no man than this, that he lay down his life for his country. Bro. Kipling 
speaks of the Beauty of Sacrifice :— 


No easy hopes or lives shall bring us to our goal 

But iron sacrifice of body, will and soul; 

There’s but one task for all, for each one life to give 
Who stands if Freedom fall! Who dies if England live. 


The story of how thousands of heroes died that England might live 
will fill volumes. An appropriate title for such a work would be “The 
Beauty of Sacrifice.” Thrilling stories are told of our men on the water 
and in the air and in battle, but the man who goes out into No-man’s Land 
under the deadly fire of the enemy to succor and rescue a wounded com- 
rade—or British-like, it may be a wounded enemy—displays not only heroic 
courage but sublime beauty of sacrifice. 

Our volunteer soldiers have made great sacrifices, but their wives 
and families have also nobly responded to the demand of sacrifice. No 
one but ine wife whose husband, or the mother whose son, was in the 
firing line could tell of the fearful and expectant strain of mind borne 
through those dreadful days of war. The long, long lists of casualties in 
the daily papers only too truly told the message of sacrifice being made. 
A letter was found on the body of a British soldier addressed to his 
family: “If you get this letter I will have gone forward; I am not afraid 
to die, but I think of you all, as you will have the sorrow and the pain.” 
He knew the true position, that though the soldier make the supreme 
sacrifice his loved ones are the sufferers; they make their sacrifice also, 
which is great indeed. The lessons we may learn from our ceremony this 
evening in doing honor to our soldier Brethren is that only by loyalty 
and patriotism can we contribute to the strength of the Empire, that only 
by strength of character can we expect to wield any good influence in the 
world of men, and that only by self-sacrifice in great things and small can 
we be of service to others. Example is the great teacher. 

We honour the heroes who have fallen, who have given their lives for 
the nation, for us. How can we do honour to those who return, those 
poor, broken, maimed men who have gone through the jaws of death and 
the gates of ‘hell? 


Did you ever sit down and examine your thoughts and actions, and 
then ask yourself for a straight, honest answer to the question? What 
have I done for Freemasonry? Can you find anything in your whole life 
that you would have done differently if you had not been a Mason? In 
other words, has Freemasonry in any way influenced your course of life? 
How many times have you recognized the fact that some poor, miserable 
unfortunate was your brother? How often has your heart gone out in 
charity for the faults, needs, and woes of others? How often have you 
given “the preference” to a Brother Mason or used your influence for him? 
Have the principles of Freemasonry as exemplified by you been a living lie? 
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Clearing Away the Rubbish

a ie A. story any lesson for a Freemason? It bears with it 
the grandest moral which active life and citizenship can present. There is 
in the career of every one of us a necessity for the hard task of clear ing 
away the rubbish and getting down to the foundations. He acts his part 
best who is continually watching the pressure-gauge of circumstances to 
prevent catastrophe; who is continually sweeping and clearing away false 
impressions, ill-founded policy, improper prejudices, bad habits, and all the 
sing of a selfish life, and who earnestly strive to rear the structure of his 
life’s work on the sure foundation of Brotherly Love, Relief, and Truth. 
Happy is he who can sweep out the dusty cupboards of his consciousness 
and fill them with wholesome food for the mind and soul. Blessed is the 
man who is ready to take his part in reconstructing the world on the sure 
foundation of common manhood, and who disdains to ask, Am I en! 
brothers keeper?” or “Who is my neighbor ?” because his heart is full o 
the knowledge of his duty to God, his neighbor, and himself. 
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truthful comparison would show that the very opposite is the truth. The 
oft-repeated claim that Ireland is overtaxed is not borne out by the facts, 
According to official returns for 1918-1919 England contributed for the 
army, navy, consular and other similar services nearly $3,000,000,000; 
Scotland, $389,000,000; Ireland with practically the same population as 
Scotland, a little over $75,500,000. This does not look like the result of 
unfair taxation. Neither can the claim of unfair parliamentary represen- 
tation be substantiated. Ireland’s representation is on a basis of one for 
every 40,000 people, while for England and Scotland the basis is one for 
every 73,000 people. Thirty-two counties of Ireland possess their own 
county councils, exercising local government and laying down their own 
rates of taxation, and in 27 counties every office is held by a Roman 
Catholic. This does not look like unfair representation. 

Because of defective systems of land tenure grievances of a grave 
character have existed, notwithstanding the British government has done 
all it.could to rectify matters, going so far as to advance $700,000,000 at 
314, per cent interest. Through the district councils of Treland $25,000,- 
000 have been loaned at about 2 per cent and cottages rented at a nominal 
sum of 36 cents weekly. In 50 years they are clear and then are held in 
trust for the laborers by the district councils. The British government 
also spends in the congested districts of the west of Ireland, annually, 
$1,250,000, distributed by the official representatives of the government, 
two Roman Catholic bishops and several Roman Catholic priests. The 
poverty-stricken nature of the Irish is often mentioned and reiterated. 
Before the war the Irish people had on deposit in the-Irish banks $380,- 
000,000, and during last year the amount was doubled. This dces not 
sound like the moan of a starving people. 

Religiously, Ireland is still in the mediaeval age, when the bishops 
were the power, and with the assistance of the pr:esthocd they retard and 
frustrate trade and industry to bring to those who will not bow down to 
their notions disaster and starvation. The hierarchy insists on being 
the dominant power. In 1916, when the British government proposed to 
put the 1914 Home Rule act into force, with the exclusion of six Ulster 
counties, a proposition accepted by John Redmond and Sir Edward Carson, 
the hierarchy vetoed it. When a convention of representative Irishmen 
was set up in Dublin to draw up a scheme of settlement of the Trish ques- 
tion the Sinn Feiners alone refused to attend. The hierarchy denounced 
and opposed the 1917 conscription and in its time of greatest need pre- 
vented the Irish from going to the assistance of their country. The sym- 
pathy for the central powers on the part of many of the inhabitants, 
culminated in the Casemate fiasco, the opposition on the part of the 
bishops to the reform of the system of education and in fact to furnish 
adequate educational accommodations, are all well known facts. 

Masonry has ever been loyal to the government, and, despite the fre- 
quent assaults upon the institution by the opposition, it apparently has 
gone along in Erin with that same progression that has characterized it 
elsewhere. It seems easy to determine what is the matter with Ireland. 
The blame should be placed where it belongs.—“Masoniec Chronicler.”

It is hard to say that there is any fixed number of members whi

eon bes exceeded. Conditions vary in different places. It is, how- 
he Peres true that where the membership is so large that each mem- 
ae < (Aare know all the others, and where only a very small per- 
- ae @ members can ever have the opportunity of serving the lodge 
eee es ape the interest of the members lessens and each in- 
oo = meml er feels less responsibility for the welfare of the lodge and 
{ e exercise of the duties and responsibility of Masonry as well. It 
is practically a universal rule that the smailer the membership the larger 
percentage of members attend the meetings. Elephantiasis is a disease 
equally Jufurious to an animal, a human or a lodge. Many lodges, how- 
ever, are afflicted with it. Let us see the result. One lodge initiated 
sixty-six last year, and another sixty-four. Another with a membership 
of nearly five hundred raised forty-six. Another with a membership of 
over five hundred admitted forty. Another with a membership of over 
four hundred and fifty, admitted forty. In one of our cities with a popu- 
lation of nearly thirty-eight thousand where there is a single lodge hav- 
ing a membership of over six hundred (which admitted forty last year), 
the sentiment against the establishment of a second lodge is so strong as 
to be preventive. In another city with a population of nearly seventeen 
thousand where there is a single wealthy lodge with a membership of 
about five hudred and fifty (thirty-eight being admitted last year), there 
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is a similar sentiment preventing the establishment of another lodge. 
There is another city in the Commonwealth having a population of over 
twenty-five thousand where there is no lodge at all, and the establishment 
of a new lodge there has been prevented by the adverse action of two 
lodges in an adjoining city, each one of which has a membership of over 
four hundred. If but one of these neighboring lodges had declined, its ob- 
jection could be overruled by the grand master, but the Grand Constitu- 
tion prevents his issuing a dispensation for the formation of a new lodge 
in this city of twenty-five thousand inhabitants without a lodge, because 
of two objections in an adjoining community. In this particular case fif- 
teen lodges have joint jurisdiction over this virgin territory, yet the ob- 
jection of two of them absolutely vetoes the petition for a dispensation 
and neither the grand master or even this Grand Lodge as the Constitu- 
tion now stands, can consider the wisdom of the objection. I have not 
examined it in the present instance nor do I attempt to pass upon its 
merits, but the power granted to two lodges out of fifteen to retard the 
proper growth or development of our institution, as an abstract proposition 
is wrong. I believe it is time that the rules should be relaxed for the 
good of the whole Fraternity. But what is even more necessary is the 
creation of a sentiment in favor of more and smaller lodges where the 
brethren may be more united, may be thrown into closer fraternal inter- 
course, may have more opportunity to serve, and where the tenets of our 
institution can better be inculcated. | . 

It it be argued that for financial consideration large lodges must be 
built up, the complete answer is that no other jurisdiction in the whole 
Masonic world (save only the D. C.) averages such large lodges as ‘does 
Massachusetts and certainly other jurisdictions are prosperous and suc- 
cessful. We have no conditions in this regard which are peculiar to this 
Commonwealth. Even Michigan, which shows us the anomaly of one 
single lodge of 3,000 members, and five others of over 1,000 averages 
throughout the State only 182. ; 

The tendency of great lodges is to lessen rather than to enhance 
the Masonic development of each individual member. ; 

The accomplishments of Masonry have never been gauged by financial 
consideration. When these become the criterion, then it is time to halt 
and to recast our activities for then the grand aims and purposes of our 
Fraternity are sure to be obscured.”

A Preliminary Statement to Candidates 


My Friends: 

You are about to be initiated into Freemasonry. It is deemed proper 
in this Grand Lodge that all candidates for our ceremonies shall know in 
brief just what Masonry is, what its aims and purposes are, and in that 
way any erroneous or trivial notions which you may have had will be en- 
tirely removed and your minds free to receive the great truths which Ma- 

ry s to teach. 
ci ee be congratulated upon having been found worthy to pass 
the unanimous ballot of the members of this lodge, and it is of the utmost 
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importance that you so conduct yourself as to be always worthy of this con- 
fidence. 

The Order with which you are seeking to unite ig known in this State 
as Ancient Free and Accepted Masonry. Ancient as having a recorded his- 
tory of more than two centuries, and still more ancient as having come 
down from the old guilds or fellowship of Operative Masons, who worked 
upon those wonderful cathedrals and other public buildings in Europe 
which were constructed during the middle ages, and which have been and 
still are the marvel of all who behold them. We do not desire our candi- 
dates to understand that we claim any connection with those workmen 
who built King Solomon’s Temple, although we use in our ceremonies and 
ritual the symbolism of the same. 

Free Masonry is made up always of free men—free born. Free Ma- 
sonry was originally composed of workmen who, by reason of special privi- 
leges granted them by the church in the early middle age, were free to 
travel and work without the usual restrictions which were common in 
those times. 

Accepted Masonry, or Speculative Masonry, is distinguished from 
Operative. The transitions to Accepted Masonry came about the begin- 
ning of the 18th century, when many gentlemen, scholars, scientists and 
clergymen, sought and attained admission to the guilds of Operative Ma- 
sons, and were known as Gentelmen, or Accepted Masons. From 1717, with 
the organization of the Grand Lodge of England, Masonry has been Specu- 
lative rather than Operative. 

_ Our Order intends to make good men better, and thus wiser and hap- 
plier; men capable of rendering large service to their fellow men. This is 
its main object. It is founded upon certain vital fundamental truths, chief 
among them is the belief in one Ever Living and true God, and our de- 
pendence upon him. If there is any doubt in your mind whatever on this 
point, you ought not to think of proceeding further. Other great truths 
will be taught as you proceed with your degree. 

Please bear in mind that there is nothing in Masonry which does not 
have a Serlous purpose. Nothing is done to embarrass you, or trifle with 
your feelings. Your preparation for initiation all has a meaning which 
will be explained later. 

. With this preliminary statement, let me express the hope that your 
mind will be at ease and in a mood to receive the important lessons which 
Masonry is intended to teach you. 

* * 

The foregoing “Preliminary Statement to Candidates” has been au- 
thorized by the Grand Lodge of North Dakota to be given to all candidates 
in that Grand Jurisdiction prior to their preparation for initiation into 
the First degree. It is designed to be delivered preferably by the Wor- 
shipful Master in some suitable room other than the lodge room. 


In olden times nations took hold of smaller ones simply to exploit 
them. Today democracy reigns, the former exercise their influence upon 
the latter for the purpose of upholding their rights, exercising over them 
not a sovereignty but a tutelage. 
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World’s Oldest Republic 


The Masonic Institution is the oldest republic of which we have any 
knowledge. From time immemorial the government of the Craft has been 
committed to those chosen by the free suffrage of their fellows. Elevated 
for a brief period to the highest rank and dignity, its rulers never become 
more than the first among their equals, and when they lay down their 
symbols of authority they stand upon the plane of exact equality with 
the humblest and most obscure Crafsman, says a writer in the ‘Masonic 
Chronicler.” 

Masonry is patriotic in its designs. With politics, as a system of 
tactics for the advancement of a party, it renounces all connections, but 
in that more enlightened view in which it is made to comprehend all 
that relates to the welfare of their State, Masonry claims its appropriate 
share. A bad Mason can never be a good man. He who violates the laws 
of the land will not obey those of the Craft, and woe to that community 
which honors and elevates the man who keeps not faith with his Brethren, 
for such 2 man is sure, sooner or later, to betray every confidence reposed 
in him. 

The Mason is enjoined, and is required to be, a peaceable citizen, and 
to cheerfully conform to the law of the country in which he resides, not 
to be concerned in plots and conspiracies against the Government, but 
patiently to submit to the decision of the law and constituted authorities, 
to pay proper respect to the civil magistrates, to work diligently, live 
creditably, and act honorably by all men, From the beginning Masonry 
has exercised the office of a teacher, and while it has taught pure morals 
and the fundamentals of true religion, coupled with toleration for the 
opinions and even the errors, of others, it has also taught the science of 
government. 

Masonry signifies much in the cause of religion and of good govern- 
ment, of public and private morals, of the amelioration of human woe 
and suffering, of the cultivation of social amenities and the general well- 
being of society at large. It maintains that there should have existed 
and that there should continue to exist and flourish, a large and influential 
organization whose ramifications extend into every part of the habitable 
earth. It has always and everywhere taught and propagated doctrines 
which have elevated man and made him a better citizen; which has stimu- 
lated true patriotism, and encouraged the liberal arts and sciences, pro- 
moted the education of the masses and taught the dignity and nobility 
of labor.—‘The Freemason.” 


A Masonic certificate issued in 1769 has been discovered at Christ- 
church, New Zealand.

Senator Warren G. Harding, President- 
elect, is a thirty-second degree Mason. He 
was made Master of the Royal Secret by 
Scioto Valley Consistory of Columbus, Ohio, 
on Janvary 5, 1921, being the third presi- 
dent to have the degrees conferred by these 
Bodies, the other two being James A. Gar- 
field, and William McKinley.

Concerning the work of the exaltation of 
Companion Harding to the Royal Arch, the 
Marion Tribune says: 

At the conclusion of the work of confer- 
ring the Royal Arch degree upon Presi- 
dent-elect Warren G. Harding, exemplified 
by Marion Chapter No. 62, R. A. M., Marion 
O., recently, he said: 

“T would like to go away feeling that 
the prayers and soul of my fellow-towns- 
men are with me in righteous endeavor.” 

Turning to the Bible he said when he 
took the oath of office March 4th next 
his creed would be that expressed in Micah, 
sixth chapter and eighth verse: 

“He hath shewed thee, O man, what is 
good; and what doth the Lord require of 
thee to do justly, and to love mercy, and 
to walk humbly with thy God?” 

President-elect Harding stated he would 
probably not return to Marion but once 
during the four years that he will occupy 
the presidential chair, and that time, it 
is understood, to be next May when he re- 
turns for the anniversary meeting of Marion 
Council No. 22, Royal and Select Masters. 

‘During the past ten days I have been 
taken far back into the story of creation 
and I have found it adding to my sense of 
religious devotion,”’ he said. ‘Prayer grips 
the heart and adds to one’s confidence. 

“T believe in prayer. I believe in prayer 
in the closet, for there one faces God alone. 
Many times the outspoken prayer is only 
for people’s ears. I can urderstand how 
these prophets of old in their anxieties, 
problems, perturbations and_perplexities 
found courage and strength when they 
gave their hearts to the Great Omnipotent 
in prayer. J 

“How many things there are in Scrip- 
ture that we in our worldliness never dis- 
cover. 

“After all, men are very much alike. 
God made us all in the same image and 
there is no difference in us except as we 
have developed, or when the weight of re- 
sponsibility is shouldered on us, then God 
makes men equal to that responsibility. It 
is the touch of responsibility that makes 
human beings awake. . 

“The government of the republic has 
heen adrift and the inevitable result has 
followed. But I am not afraid because I 
knew through courtesy, confidence and close 
adherence to justice one will have at his 
call the be-t minds and intellects in this 
great republic and with their truth, advice 
and direction we cannot go wrong. 


“T trust that in the four years that are 
to come I shall be worthy of the honors 
you have conferred on me and that T will 
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come back and look you in the face and be 
able to say, “I have kept the faith.’ ” 

At the corclusion of his remarks Presi- 
dent-elect Harding was given a great ova- 
tion.

Visitors from 
many distant points were present to wit- 
ness the work. A large delegation from 
Columbus was present, as well as one from 
Deleware.

Following the work a buffet luncheon 
was served the visiting and local members.

This spade is a 
memorial to former members of the’ De- 
troit Masonic bodies who died in active 
service during the war.

The Near East Relief News Service of 
1 Madison Ave., New York City, sends us 
from time to time matt-r pertaining to 
conditions in the Near East, with that 
amelioration of which this organization ig 
deeply concerred and in which, Masons, if 
the facts as stated’are true, also have a 
vital concern —KEd. 

“What it means to be a Mason is more 
simply told in what it means to be the 
wife, the mother, the sister, or the daughter 
of a Mason. Hundreds of thousands of wo- 
men all over the world will add a chapter 
to this; a chapter telling of relief adminis- 
tered in time of sickness, of a steadying 
hand when all else failed, of personal ser- 
vice, of money, of sympathy—one would 
have to run the gamut of relief to tell all 
that Masons are doing all over the world 
for the wives, sisters, mothers and daughters 
of Masons. 


It is this most eloquent form of service 
that makes the Masonic lodge particularly 
concerned in the report brought by the 
Rev. J. ¥Y. Komber, a native Assyrian. Mr. 
Komber represents The Continent, a Pres- 
byterian paper published in Chicago, and 
his home is in Dayton, Ohio. He is a 
thirty-second degree Mason. 

He has two sisters of whom he has not 
been able to find any trace since the Turk- 
ish invasion, and it is his belief they are 
confined in Turkish harems. He goes 
farther and makes the statement that of 
the 200,000 girls confined against their 
will in Turkish harems 60 per cent are the 
daughters, sisters, or wives of Masons. The 
point he makes is obvious. 

The Masons are under vow to protect 
the women folks of fellow Masons. These 
girls have no one to protect them from the 
Turks; their relief depends upon concerted 
action by the Masons of America. The Rev. 
Kombar is delivering addresses to Masonic 
lodges in the Middle West in which he 
makes this appeal. 

The Near East Relief has eleven homes 
in which there are girls who have been 
rescued from the Turks; it could fill a 
hundred homes with these girls if it had 
the money to establish them. These girls 
are grateful beyond words for their rescue. 
Through the employment of their hands 
ana the dire.tien of their thoughts to the 
future, they are slowly, but surely, for- 
getting the tragedy of their past. 

The Turk brands every one of these 
girls across the forehead. In his ignorance 
he believes that the tattoo marks on the 
forehead make his captive a Mohammedan; 
he does not know that these marks do not 
touch the soul. But the marks themselves 
cause humiliation, and there is great hap- 
piness over the result of surgical opera- 
tions performed by an American doctor 
working with the Near East Relief. He 
has suce2eded in removing these tattoo 
marks in every case he has operated on, 
not know, for we have never go~e before 
and what this means to the girls we can- 
the world bearing a similar brand of shame! 

Masonic lodges flourished in the Near 
East before America was discovered; it 
goes back to the days of the Bible, and 
the Mother Lodge was established in Jeru- 
salem. When a Masonic lodge dips into 
its treasury to render assistance to the 
victims of Turkish oppres:ion, the mem- 
bers are renewing the vows they made 
when they became Masons.” 


Any who have had misgivings that there 
might be another Tumulty in the White 
House under the new presidential adminis- 
tration mav calm their fears. George B.

The corner stone of the largest, hand- 
somest and best equipped Scottish Rite Ma- 
sonic Cathedral in the world was laid un- 
der the auspices of the Grand Lodge A. F. 
& A. M. of Oklahoma, at Guthrie, Okla- 
homa, January 21st. 

The ceremonies were conducted by Grand 
Master Frank A. Derr, 33d degree Honorary, 
assisted by the Grand Lodge Officers, and 
in the presence of a vast concourse of 
people, including many prominent members 
of the Order from the different States in 
the Union. 

The corner stone is of native black gran- 
ite, beautifully polished, three feet in di- 
ameter and weighing 3000 pounds. 

A collection of valuable Masonic docu- 
ments, books and papers were deposited in 
the corner stone, as was also a stone quar- 
ried by William Noble, 33d degree Honor- 
ary, in King Solomon’s Quarries in Jeru- 
salem, Palestine. ‘ 

The cathedral will be built of steel and 
reinforced concrete, four stories high 268 x 
856 1-2 feet in dimension and forming a 
perfect cube. 

The auditorium where the degrees will 
be conferred will be equipped with one of 
the largest stages ever built and the audi- 
torium proper will seat over 3000 people. 

The dining hall will seat 2500 people at 
one time. The furniture will be strictly 
modern and up-to-date in every particular. 
It is estimated that the sum of $3,000,000.00 
will be spent in building the cathedral, ex- 
clusive of furnishing. The Guthrie Consis- 
tory is now the largest in point of member- 
ship in the world, and the new cathedral 
is destined to become the mecca of Scot- 
tish Rite Masonry in the United States.

The Associated Press reports circulated 
the following news item about the middle 
of December, 1920, which if true, doubt- 
less establishes the most unique Masonic 
record in this country, if not a world’s rec- 
ord. Living 114 years and becoming a Ma- 
son at the earliest constitutional age of 
twenty-one years, this craftsman must have 
been united with the Mystic Brotherhood 
for a period of ninety-three years. A re- 
markable record indeed if true-—The Item: 


Detroit, Mich., Dec. 13.—Abraham Kit- 
tle, said to be the oldest member of the 
Masonic Order in the United States, died 
at his home here yesterday. He was 114 
years old. He joined the order in 1827.
